To be sure, his only attempt 
to Interfere with the supreme 
political sappolntment was a 
failure, When Chamberlain fell 
in May 1940, he was quite clear 
who his successor os Premier 
should be. “I, of course, sug- 
gested Halifax." 

He accepted the claims of 
Churchill with frank reluctance, 
For once the aristocrat muffed 
the common touch. 

But, when the Socialists took 
oMice in 1945, it fs clear that St 
was the King who persuaded 
Attlee to put Ernest Bevin’ in 
the Forelgn OMice Instead of the 
Exchequer. 

Attlee has since denied that 
Buckingham Palace had any- 
thing to do with it. But the fresh 
evidence of the King’s diary Is 
unanswerable. 


TWO SHY MEN 


What was the royal view on 
the major es of the war and 
afterwar 

Tho King was prolific with 
rdvice to Churchill, with whom 
he quickly ‘ established — the 
closest comradeship, Every 
‘Tuesday {hey lunched and the 
King poured out his opinions.

tral New Mexico has one of 
thls country’s most in- 
teresting natura] landmarks. 
It resembles a hugp castle 
towering over the surround- 
ing plateau. A closer in- 
apection discloses a 200-foot 
sandstone cliff, scarred by 
weather and time. 


Its base contains a fas- 
cinating history of the 
old Southwest. Indians, 
Spaniards and, later, Ameri- 
cans pushing West rested 
in its shade and quenched 
their thirst in the cool 
water of the pool nearby:
